Study of Alciati's Books of Emblems," by the late 

Mr. Henry Green, M.A., awakened a strong desire to 

form a collection of those curious and interesting 

productions. 

The work of Mr. Green is so complete and thorough, that 
very little is likely to be added in the future, for the benefit of 
those who may be interested. By receiving careful returns from 
all the public and private libraries in Europe, he was enabled to 
accurately collate over 150 separate editions ; to give a very 
correct idea of their comparative rarity and value, together 
with the most important features of each volume coming under 
his inspection. 

M. George Daplessis of the Bibliotheque Nationale of Paris, 
has also issued a very neat pamphlet, of the most desirable 
editions, with a few fac-sim"iles. 

To the above, and to the enterprising dealers in rare and 
curious books, throughout Europe, whose valuable catalogues are 
so helpful, and so generously distributed to collectors, sincere 
obligations are felt. 

These are the chief sources through whose aid, during several 
years past, has been secured the gathering recorded in these 
pages.

NOTES. 

This little volume is the Second Issue of The Emblems of Alciati, that ever appeared 
in print ; the first having been put forth in February of the same year, (1531) by the 
same printer. 

Both of these editions may be justly deemed excessively scarce and difficult to procure, 
even in an imperfect state. 

Mr. Green discovered only six copies of this (April) issue in all the public and private 
collections of Europe. Not cited by Brunet or Graesse. The printer's device at the end 
is not found in the February copy, and there are other noticeable differences. 

A complete copy should contain 97 wood-cuts of the Emblems, 6 of which are wanting 
in this copy, otherwise perfect. They are very rude and coarsely engraved, and yet the 
monogram H. S. on the last leaf leads Mr. Green to believe they were executed by the 
celebrated Hans Schaiifelein, or possibly by the printer, Henry Steyner.

NOTES. 

This, so far as known, is the third issue by Wechel, of Alciati, with Latin Text ; the 
first being in 1534, and the second in 1535. 

In Mr. Corser's Library were two copies of this present issue, one having the pages 
blank, and the others regularly numbered, i-iig. This would indicate the probability of 
Wechel having issued two editions of this Latin Text in this year (1536). Mr. Green was 
unable to discover any other copies of this issue outside of Mr. Corser's collection.

The First Edition in the French lan^age of the Alciati Emblems ever issued. John 
Le Fevre was the translator. There are 113 wood-cut devices of Emblems, asserted by 
Douce to be by JoUat. At the time, it contained all the Alciati Emblems that had hitherto 
been published. 

This issue is of considerable rarity and value. The "Sunderland" copy, stated to have 
been in an uncut state, was purchased by Mr. Quaritch, at £,^o Stg. It may be said that 
an average good copy in ordinary binding has a value of £\o to ;£i2 Stg., and if in a 
binding by Trautz-Bauzonnet, or equally noted artist, the collector will be obliged to pay 
from 350 to 450 Francs.

NOTES. 

This is the Second Edition with the French Text, issued by Wechel. It is a very rare 
issue. Mr. Green was unable to discover a copy for collation. The '* Yemeniz " collec- 
tion contained one, quite cut down in size ; can trace no other example. A copy is 
cited by Brunet, Vol. i, Col. 148. 

There are a few alterations from the first French translation of 1536. Note the first line 
of title page. A Latin dedication to Baboo (2 pp.) is omitted. This edition is paged, which 
is not the case in the previous one ; and there are a few slight alterations in the type 
throughout, scarcely to be detected, except on close inspection. 

It contains the same number of wood-cut devices, (113) from the same blocks, attributed 
to JoUat.

In Wechel's editions of this year (1542) two additional Emblems, with wood-cuts, were 
added, making 115 in all. The present copy has been despoiled of three, but is otherwise 
perfect and complete, containing the two new ones. 

The wood-cut blocks are the same as those used in Wechel's earlier issues, 1534 to 
1540, ascribed to JoUat.

NOTES. 

This is a very rare edition. JMr. Green traced only two copies, one in the Thingwall 
Library, and another at Keir. No returns from any Public Library. It is not cited by 
Brunet or Graesse. 

There are no wood-cuts, except the device upon the title-page, which is that of an 
unknown printer. Brunet, Vol. a. Col. 299, Vol. 3, Col. i486, gives copies of this mark, found 
in other worlcs. 

No date, or place where printed appears, but Mr. Green gives good evidence that it 
was issued at Paris, 1540.

Jacques Modeme, of Lyons, issued four editions of Alciati, in Latin and French, in 
1544-5. They are all quite rare. Of the present copy, Mr. Green received no return, 
except of one in Sir Wm. Sterling's library at Keir. There are 113 wood-cuts of the 
Emblems, which are closely copied from Wechel's editions, but the execution is much 
inferior. Upon one of the wood-cuts (page 84) an unknown engraver's monogram appears ; 
all the rest are without any mark. 

Jacobus Giunta, must have been some way related to the celebrated Florentine family. 

It is to be noted that the printer's devices on the title pages of Modeme's issues all 
vary.

The celebrated Aldine Edition of Alciati, and tlie only one from this Press, asserted by 
Brunei, Graesse, Renouard and Green, to be a very rare book. 

The Emblems are 86 in number, and were never before published. The wood-cut 
devices number 84. They are larger than the earlier editions by Wechel and Moderne, 
and very different in style. No mark is to be found upon them. The designs are creditable 
save one, which is plainly vulg^ar, but the engraving is coarse. 

The work is printed in the Italic type, which, as is well known, was designed by 
Francesco de Bologna, and first used by Aldus about 1501.

This is the first appearance of the Emblems of Alciati, from the renowned De Tournes 
Press. The Emblems number igS, a notable increase ; but there are only 113 wood-cut 
devices, very small and finely executed by Le Petit Bernard, one of the best engravers of 
the period, and who was largely employed by the Lyons printers, 1540— 1570. 

The printing office of the De Tournes remained in the family for nearly 250 years, 
until 1780, when the business was sold to others. This present edition of 1547 is very rare 
and uncommon in a perfect condition.

ROVILLE-BONHOMME. SERIES. 



THE Editions of Alciati's Emblems, issued by Roville and Macfe or 
Mathias Bonhomme, at L3'ons, from the year 1548 up to 1616, are 
by far the longest and most important series ever printed, both as 
regards the designs and engraving of the wood-cuts, with very elaborate 
borders upon every page, as well as the variety of translations, and the 
completeness and fullness of the Emblems. 

Though it is asserted that these printers issued an edition in 1540, 
there is every evidence to believe that the real date, 1549, had been 
tampered with by cutting off the lower part of the 9. 

Noticing once a copy for sale in Europe dated 1540, and requesting 
the owners to examine the date very closely, they found such a deception 
had been practised. The earliest copy known is dated 1548. 

In the year 1549 these printers issued editions in the Latin, French, 
Spanish and Italian texts, the two last versions here appearing for the first 
time. 

In these editions, a much higher style of art is apparent. The 
wood-cut devices, of entirely new design, are larger, and pronounced by 
the best authorities to be by Le Petit Bernard. The borders around 
each page are separate from the cuts, and upon many of them there appears 
the initials P. V. Much learned discussion has taken place as to this 
unknown engraver, the weight of evidence, as given by the late Francis 
Douce and Mr. Green, being in favor of one Pierre Vingle, of Lyons.

This is the first and earliest translation of Alciati's Emblems into the Spanish text. 
Bernardino Daza was the translator. 

The charming wood-cut devices by Le Petit Bernard, and the ornamental borders, or 
frames, with the mark P. V., are the same as in Roville's French edition of this year (1549), 
but 35 additional cuts appear here, making 200 in all, and they are differently arranged. 

This edition contains the largest number of Emblems that had yet appeared. It is a. 
rare book, especially with plates in good condition.

We have here the first French issue by Roville and Bonhomme, who seem to have 
worked in constant harmony, and exchanged their marks and devices at random. The 
translator was Barthelemi Aneau, of Bourges. 

There are only 165 wood-cuts; though there are full 200 Emblems. The blocks and 
the borders are the same as in the Spanish version, though that has 35 more, and of course 
are by the same artists, Le Petit Bernard and Pierre Vingle.

A special interest centres in this edition, as it is the first Italian translation oi Alciati 
that was ever printed. Giovanni Marquale was the translator. 

The Emblems are here reduced to 136, and the wood-cuts are also 136 in number, and 
claim the same parentage as the French and Spanish translations, already alluded to. 

For a very long period of time this was the only utterance in Italian of Alciati. 

This may be called a very rare book, seldom appearing for sale on the catalogues, and, 
when found, generally defective and soiled. 

A copy now in the British Museum belonged to Edward VI., and has his name on 
the cover.

The first German version of Aldati's Emblems, translated by Wolphgang' Hunger, 
appeared at Paris, 1542, from Wechel's press. This second translation is the first edition 
in the German language issued in Germany, and entirely different from the earlier issue.

A very rare and uacommon edition, in the Spanish text, and printed at La Civdad de 
Najera, in Spain. 

It contains 196 devices on copper, and 14 engraved on wood ; total, 310. One, " SQentia," 
appears wanting in my copy. Otherwise very perfect and complete. 

These cuts are valuable and interesting, as showing the condition of Spanish art in 
engraving, early Seventeenth Century. Very rude and curious in design and execution. 
Artist unknown. Frequent errors in the paging occur. 

Diego Lopez, the translator, has signed his name in writing at the end of the " Privilegio," 
and probably did the same with every copy issued.

NOTES. 

We have here the Emblems of Alciati in an edition which seems to have gathered 
around it all the wisdom and wit of the various learned men who had made the subject u 
study for nearly a century; a massive Commentary by John Thuilius; the '* Corrollaria " 
of Frederick Morrell, etc., enlarging the work to over 1000 pages. A great contrast to the 
small, crude, first issue by Steyner in 1531. 

There appear to be 212 Emblems, and the same number of wood-cut devices. One of 
them, very gross and offensive to good taste, which had for a very long time been banished, 
reappears here once again. The cuts are evidently of Italian origin, and copied after one 
of the Plantin editions. No mark or monogram appears. 

In 1661 another Paduan issue appeared, with splendid frontispiece ; otherwise apparently 
printed from same exact forms as this, and same wood-cuts. After this date, no very 
important editions remain to be noticed. 

There was a Latin version printed at Madrid, so late as 1781, showing that the interest 
in old Alciati had not yet ceased, even after a lapse of 250 years. 
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" While boys the nuts beguile, and youth the dice, 
And sluggish men the figured board detains ; 
For festive hours each emblem and device 
We forge, that artist's hand illustrious feigns."
